The Prohibition party, in na- 
tional convention aflflcnibled, ac 
knowledjifinif Almijflity Ood as 
the source of all jiower in gov- 
ernment, does licroby declare : 

1. That th(! n>aniif'iuturc, ini- 
uortatiot), exportation, transpor- 
ntioo and sale ot alcoholic bev- 
ertgea oliould be made public 
crimeR and prohibited m anch.

by they oppo-o the demand of 
the people lor prohibition, and 
throu^U opM complicity with 
the liquor «rimo defeat the en- 
forcement of the law.

5. That, an adequate public 
revenue beiug neceaaary, it may
